Oh What a Tangled Web We Weave 

Well, Shaun, after my multi-lingual roommate and I broke the 
language barrier and deciphered what your lies were, it became apparent that 
again you have expressed a view that does not reflect attempting to gain for 
yourself by slandering such an upstanding facility such as the Olympic Gold 
Pool. Are you attempting to further your own cause? Again, for the benefit 
of the Laurentian community, I wUl attempt to straighten out the situation. 

There was a petit mal epileptic seizure in the pool this month. The 
person who had the seizure was wearing a medic alert tag but failed to inform 
the lifeguards of the condition. When the seizure began, the person was in 
the shallow end of the pool, walking around. This behaviour continued 
throughout the seizure. As such, it would be very difficult to recognize that 
the person was having a seizure, but regardless, the person was not in danger 
— there was no submersion of the person's head, and there was no loss of 
consciousness throughout the seizure. The signs and symptoms then, were 
very subtle. There was a fixation of the eyes, confusion, and that's all. 

The seizure was recognized when a friend, swimming with the 
seizure victim, informed the guards that the person was epileptic and was 
having a seizure. From this point on, the seizure was handled with the utmost 
professionalism. The victim was removed, placed in a comfortable position, 
and the vital signs were closely monitored. An ambulance was called 
because it is procedure at the pool to send anyone who has had a seizure in 
the water to the hospital for liability and safety reasons. The victim was 
informed of this, and agreed to go. It is regrettable, however, that the person 
received a bill for the ambulance . Until now we had no knowledge of this, 
as it has never been the case in other incidences. The aspect of charges for 
an ambulance pick-up requested by the facility will be reviewed, and I 
suggest that the bill recipient speak to Mr. Larwood about the charge 
received. End of story. The seizure victim is fine, and if that person is 
nervous to return to the pool, perhaps his own actions in the matter should be 
considered. Informing the lifeguards ahead of time of medical conditions is 
a good idea. Many patrons walk around the shallow end with an unusual 
pattern — if the guards know that you have epilepsy, they might be more 
inclined to investigate a behaviour that would be normal for other people. As 
well, you must be assured that had you lost consciousness at all, the guards 
are trained to respond in seconds, and repeatedly show that they are 
competent with this NLS standard during daily operations and monthly 
inservices. There have been other instances of seizures in the pool where the 
victims were handled professionally and effectively, and have returned to 
thank the staff for their vigilance and standard of care that led to a quick 
recovery. 

As for you Shaun, why are you beating a dead horse? Your time lines 
for the seizure are arbitrary — they are subjective and unsubstantiated 
Assum ing things about the seizure is not correct — how do you know that the 
victim was in trouble for x number of minutes before the lifeguards picked 
up on the behaviour? And if you knew that your fiiend was in trouble, why 
didn't you tell the Ufeguards sooner? If you were so concerned, you would 
have let them know as soon as you knew. So here's the gist of it — if you 
didn't tell them, chances are that you were assessing the situation yourself. 
Is that so? Think about it.

The images in all the public 
ads are the same. "Why do I have 
AIDS? I'm not gay or a IV drug 
user*'. The commercials run day or 
night in an effort to convince North 
America that it is one sexual act away 
from contracting the HIV virus. 

Problem is, that this *epi- 
demic' doesn't exist. It remains a 
near exclusive disease of certain 
groups, namely FV drug users and 
gay males. Now I know what your 
saying, where did this fool come up 
with these lies. After all,doesn*teve- 
ryone know that safer sex is the rule 
and not the option. I have no problem 
with safer sex, but I will not succumb 
to the AIDS scare. It is hyped partly 
bv the eav communitv. and it was a 
stroke of brilliance. I give them credit 
for this one. 

Now, I know some will cry 
that I will use an American statistic, 
but live with it, it applies to North 
America.

The National 
Health Research and De- 
velopment Program funds 
a multitude of programs 
that deal with medical 
R&D. Cancer research in 
general was given the nice 
sumof$978295inl992/ 
93. AIDS R&D received 
$5 076 000. On the aver- 
age, 275 people die a year 
from AIDS. 45000 Cana- 
dian women die of breast 
cancer yearly. The AIDS 
lobby, by pushing AIDS 
so much, manages to get 
an disproportionate share of R&D 
funds. 

By pushing AIDS to the main- 
stream, they naturally get everyone 
thinking that there is no difference 
between lifestyles, and that meaiis all 
sides should be pushed as a matter of 
doctrine. For the first time in history, 
a disease has been politicized to ben- 
efit a segment of society. 

As I said, it was a strdce of 
brilliance. I couldn't have planned it 
better. But it' s wrong. AIDS is nearly 
always a behavioral disease, not a 




political statement. 
Sympathy should be shown to those 
with AIDS, but we shouldn't fall for 
using the disease as an avenue to 
mainstream a behavior. I know what 
some of you are going to say.

Hong Kong; "Borrowed Time - 
Borrowed Place"

"Borrowed time, borrowed place** - a saying coined by noveijst 
Haa Su-yin - is the perfect description of Hong Knong> A bustling, 
;:;yf|brant city, this British Territory survives on borrowed time because of 
:|||e way which it came to gain its position on world maps, 

Although Hong Kong has hundreds of years of recorded 
history under Imperial China, it was not tintil 1841 that it came into 
existence in the form it is known today. At that (ime, British traders, 
baked by the might of thoEnglish navy, claimed Hong Kong as thctr own 
during a series of wars with China over the lucrative opium trade. 
Unloading their clippers in Pearl River Estuary wliarfs> exchanging 
opium for China's silver, sik, tea and spices, the traders long sought a 
secure port free of imperiaJ controls and corruption. 

Faced ^^n^ the renewed threat of a ban on \ht opium trade, the 
British forced a settlennent with China under the Treaty of Nanking in 
1 842. ^ong Kong Island and its waters, occupied by the British during 
the previous year, wercc^dcd in petpetu iiy to Britain. That was followed 
in 1860 by the further cession of the mainland Kowloon peninsula, and 
in 1 898 by a 99-year lease on area called the New Territories. And so 
Hong Kong was bom. 

In theif*terint,HongKc»igoflicialJyreniains&BritighDependeTit 
Territory, virtually self-governing, and similar to other remaining Brit- 
ish overseas possessions such as Bermuda. It is officially described as 
a 'territory'', and its adroioistrative head is the Governor, formally 
appointed by the Queen of England, who is advised and assisted by two 
constitutional bodies - the Executive Council and the Legislative Coun- 
cil. The former {known asExco)is d>e equivalent of aCabinet^ while ihe 
latter (known as Legco) is a law-making body, many of whose members 
^iti elected to represent either functional or geographical constituencies. 
An extensive tocali2;ation policy has ensured that the Hong Kong 
Government is now administered largely by Hong Kong Chinese. 

' ModemChina accepted Ihestatus quo, while always raamtaining 
that the three treaties under which Hong Kong was formed were unequal 
because they were signed under duress. Xheimpending expiry of the new 
Territories lease p-ompted negotiations that led in 1984 to the signing of 
the Sino-British Joint Declaration, which decrees that all of Hong Kong 
shall revert to Chinese Sovereignty in 1997. 

Hong Kong will then become a Special Admiriislratlve Region 
within the People's Republicof China, with a high degree of autonomy, 
its own Baste Law, and a promise that its way of life will be maintained 
for 50 years. ^

With the push to publish, our 
academic staff try do their best since 
this is what gets them recognized and 
therefore promoted. Canada's En- 
emies is the latest book of Professor 
Graeme S. Mount of the History 
DeptmenL The book is about the spy- 
ing and conspiracies that have taken 
place in Canada since 19(X) to the 
present and even into the future. 

The idea for the book came 
while writing a previous book. He 
was researching the Yukon Gold Rush 
in 1985 and came across information 
that there were spies in Canada dur- 
ing the Spanish-American War. In 
1988 Professor Mount came across 
further information that Canada was 
a common place for spies to visit 
either to spy on the United States or to 
pose as Canadians to infiltrate other 
countries with false documentation.

They would also keep 
tabs on the Irish Republican Army 
(IRA) and Arab groups. 

The book took eight years to 
complete from the first infOTmation 
un-earthed to the finished book on 
the shelf. This is fifth book that 
Graeme Mount has wrote. His first 




came out in 1982. His next book will 
be about the importance of Canada to 
the United States concerning the Cold 
War and supphng resources over the 
years for the war effort.
